When I left San Antonio in mid-1964 for what turned out to be a five 
year “jaunt” around the Far East, coin collecting in the United Stat

When I left, America was in the grips of the roll and bag collector. 
Bags changed hands almost hundreds of times without ever once being 
opened to see just what was inside. Teletype was the magic word in 
those days, and even your old shop downtown on Houston Street (now — 
part of Hemisfair) echoed to the clatter of the keys of commerce. 
Thousands of would-be investors clamored to buy rolls of 1950-D 

nickels, even at $25.00 per coin. The closest thing we have to tha 
sort of nonesense today is the silver speculator, buying up any kind 
of coin, as long as it is 1964 or earlier. Many “coin dealers” have 
gone in for this sort of thing, including several friends of mine. | 
am delighted to see that you are not buying silver along with them. |

Another painful memory is the hope of finding a coin for one’s coll- 
ection in pocket change. Perhaps this explains why the 39% Whitman — 
albums are gathering dust around the corner. Where have gone the kids 
who almost dzruwned out the teletype just five years ago? I think they 
are finding more fun and a reasonable challenge in comic books and 
barbed wire today. They come to Collectors" Den in droves, but it i

The old guard isn't going to desert, but it isn’t going to be 
of too much help to the dealer who doesn't have what they are looking 
for -- and what they want is choice material, not something you can 
buy over the counter every day to put into your stock. I personally — 
think it will be another ten to twenty years before we see another 
collector boom such as we had in 1964 when I left the country. By | 
then the clad-coins may be attractive to the kids.

To the serious eollectors of comic books and related material, the "Golden Age” — 
is considered a sacred period. When we speak of the "Golden Age", we speak of a per— 
iod from about 1939 to 1946. From this period came the finest comics of them all, th 
Timelys, forerunners to the Atlas and Marvel comies of today. 

Timely featured such publications as All Winners, All Select, Capt. America, 
Human Torch, Marvel Mystery, Mystic, Sub-Mariner, Young Allies, Daring Mystery, Kid 
Komies, Miss Fury and last but not least,the fabulous U.S.A. Comies. U.S.A. was one 
of the finest wartime publications ever. It ran 17 issues and introduced many charac- 
ters that never appeared in any other comic books. Twelve of the U.S.A.'s, #6 thru 
#17 featured the original Capt. America and Bucky. Also, the Mighty Destroyer and the 
Whizzer were U.S.A. regulars. I have all but 5 of the U.S.A. comics in my personal 
collection. Ee 
Another of the great Timelys was Mystic Comics which ran 10 issues. This was one 
of Timelys finest, character—wise. Issue #6 introduced the Mighty Destroyer, a masked 
superhero with a secret identity, who fought the Nasis in Timely Comics from 1940 to 
1946. Mystic also had many other fine superheros and is one of the more sought after 
Timelys. 

Marvel Mystery Comics was Timely's longest runner. It ran 92 issues and intro- 
duced such great heros as Human Torch, Sub-Mariner and the Angel. These were known 
as Timely's "Big Three". Marvel Mystery also introduced Miss America in issue #49. 
She was a female Capt. America. 


Then there came two other Marvel Mystery type Timelys. All was one of 
the best of it's kind. It ran for 21 issues, but whether there was a or not is 


not very clear. There is no information on it. The first issue came out in sumer, 
1941 and featured the great art work of Simon & Kirby of Capt. America. Issues #19 
and 21 featured the All Winners Squad and are 2 of the harder Timelys to obtain. The 
other was All Select Comics, which was a take-offf on but being very 
poor in stories and art, lasted only 11 issues. Issue featured Capt. America ver— 
sus the Red Skull and was probably the best issue. All Select died after #11 and be- 
came Blonde Phantom with #12. : 

In Mareh, 1941, Capt. America hit the newsstand in his own magazine. The first 
10 issues were drawn by Joe Simon and Jack Kirby and were really fine art work. Stan 
Lee, Marvels Mastermind of today had his start in the early t, Americas. The Human 
Torch was also featured in Capt. America Comics from #19 to » excluding #20. Other 
great artists to draw Capt. America were Al Avison and the covers were drawn by the 
great Schomburg, who drew a great deal of the other Timely covers. eee 

Human Toreh was another character to take off in his own magasine. This ran 38 
issues, 3 of them in the '50's. Issues #5,8,10 were the famed "Battle Issues; where 
the Human Torch fought the Sub-Mariner. : 

In the summer of 1941, Simon & Kirby created the Young - They were te run 
20 issues and feature a bunch of kids united to fight the Nasis, Japs & Criminals. 
They were led by Capt. America's pal Bueky and the Human Terch's sidekick Tore. 
Another similar comie was Kid Komics, it featured the Yeung Allies and ethers, but 
never did go very big. 

Mystery was another ene of the better Timelys. It was aleng the lines of 
Mystic and featured characters all ef it's own. Daring ran just 9 issues, but like 
etic, is meh sought after. The first 8 were real great, story and art wise. Issue | 
is not to well known. 

Miss Fary came out in her own magazine to run & issues. Teugh Kid 
one-shot, Feb.,1943. Amazing Comies, ene issue, Fall, 1944. Mystic C second ze 
series),which was ne where Hear as geod as the first started in 1944 and ram just 3 
issues. Then there was Complete Comies #2. Could have been the second issue of =e 
Comics. Iater on in the late 40's there was Namora ani a few other effbest 





titles. 
Ne written article this short can do justice te this great series, and unfortun- 
ately many of todays collecters due to the scarcity ef these comice may never be able 
to enjoy them. But the collecter ef tedays Atlas and Marvel comics ewe much te these
